will not agree to lower duties on 
American exports to France and 
an impasse will be reached. 
Undertone Of Proteat 
Behind these technical requests 
is a clear firm undertone of pro­ 
test that the American note th reat­ 
ened reprisals. 
“The French government,” says 
the note, “m ust express its deep 
regret to see that as the result 
of respecting laws by which it is 
bound, it finds itself threatened 
with reprisals, whose injustice or 
excess becomes apparent as soon 
as one tries to evaluate the actual 
damage of which the United States 
alleges it has to complain.” 
This is startlingly frank lan­ 
guage for a diplomatic document 
and leaves no doubt 
that 
the 
French will face the prospect of 
these reprisals rather than give 
in end concede America allevia­ 
tions of tariff duties which Amerl 
ca will not concede to her. The 
note also flatly states th at France 
does not believe America is able 
to make reciprocal agreement as 
the American note claimed. In de­ 
fense of France's own inability to 
grant most favored nation treat­ 
ment, the note quotes from the 
findings of the economic confer­ 
ence, which, curiously enough, was 
quoted by the United States to 
support exactly the opposite view. 
American Tariff Blamed 
The 
French note Js a shrewd, 
bold attem pt to picture the Ameri­ 
can high tariff as the villain of 
the whole affair and French news­ 
papers in comment sty It may have 
an Important effect on the Inter­ 
national policies of the 
United 
States. 
If the American reply will not 
concede the ameliorizations asked 
by France the American firms in 
France which must go out of busi­ 
ness unless a settlem ent Is reached 
have only the tariff wall estab­ 
lished by the Republican adm inis­ 
tration to blame, the French de­ 
clare 
The rest of the note is a careful, 
vigorous 
summary 
of 
Fran^o- 
Arnerican 
commercial 
reiailons 
since the war of independence. It 
sketches the two categories, fav­ 
ored and unfavored, 
into which 
France classifies the countries ex­ 
porting to her. The United States 
is in the unfavored category and 
unless it concedes reciprocity to 
French goods, it will remain so.

“In California the citrus, grape, 
walnut, cotton and truck 
farm 
divisions

exceptionally 
good seasons, with Arizona report­ 
ing favorable returns for cotton, 
lettuce and livestock, and Utah and 
Idaho are prospering with respect 
to potatoes, 
apples, 
wheat 
and 
canning crops," the su 
states. 
Production cf crude < 
n Cali­ 
fornia during the month showed a 
sharp upward turn, the average 
dally production being about 635,- 
000 barrels, as against 618,000 re­ 
ported last month. 
Peach packing, which Is now 
concluded, resulted In a total pick 
for the state of between 10,500,000 
to 10,750,000 cases. 
With a very 
short eastern pack, due to late 
frosts, the market Is brisk and 
excellent prices are prevailing for 
the California output. 
The outstanding feature In the 
water commerce of Los Angeles 
during the month of September 
was the great Increase in com­ 
merce with 
Hawaii, which was 
more than 80 per cent greater than 
for the corresponding month a 
year ago. 
Southern California’s agricultural 
industry continues in a healthy 
state with some crops bringing 
splendid returns to the producers 
this year and with very few weak 
spots. 
The 1926-27 citrus deal is 
drawing toward the close of one 
of the most satisfactory seasons 
on record, the survey reports. 
A better market is prevailing in 
the grape industry which com­ 
mands the leading position in the 
fruit deal at this season, the re­ 
port states, while the walnut In­ 
dustry Is practically assured of a 
record crop and light holdings In 
the hand of the trade.

The foundation of prosperity is neither an or­ 
ganization of workmen nor an organization of em­ 
ployers. 
It lies deeper and on stronger ground than 
that. 
If the quotation above were true then the 
organization of the men in the plant where this 
paper is published would destroy its prosperity be­ 
cause it would take out the cornerstone. 
It is utter 
nonsense. 
That paper and the prosperity of Los 
Angeles and of Southern California and of America 
have an infinite number of things contributed to its 
success and prosperity. 
One of these in the judg­ 
ment of this cartoonist is the “open shop.” 
In the 
judgment of many others this is a very small con­ 
tributing cause. 
In the judgment of many others 
it is prosperous in spite of that attitude. 
Probably this is not worth such serious comment 
for we are very confident that the owner of this 
grea^ paper would hardly claim that the cartoon 
represented the actual facts. 
But it simply repre­ 
sents a lot of satisfaction in pressing home certain 
theories of how they believe things should be.

Statistics that show the substantial fattening of a 
. pocketbook are always quite interesting and satis­ 
fying to the owner of the pocketbook. 
That’s why 
the residents of the county had interest and took 
satisfaction in reading statistics published in The 
Register Wednesday of last week. 
It was shown 
in a news article, by figures gathered through the 
office of the county horticultural commissioner, that 
Orange county’s production in 1926, exclusive of 
oil, totaled approximately $30,000,000, a tidy sum. 
If we were trying to make a grandstand showing 
we would include oil production, which would bring 
the county’s total to $80,000,000 for 1926. 
But, 
through a desire to be honest with ouselves, we 
separate the oil from the products of the surface 
soil. 
It is true that a few millions of the oil money 
remains in this county in wages and salaries for oil 
workers and in royalties to prone rty owners, but 
most of the $50,000,000 goes into the coffers of 
big oil companies, and for that reason oil, tre­ 
mendous and valuable t h r i l l it is, is not quite the 
asset to the county that the big figures might, on 
first thought imply. 
But when we come to look upon the products 
of the soil we see at once that this $30,000,000 is 
just about all Orange county money. 
It comes to 
orchardists and ranch owners who live here. 
It 
goes into Orange county banks, and it pays bills 
contracted in Orange county with Orange county 
business houses. It buys hats and shoes, butter and 
egg*, radio* and pianos, automobiles and gasoline. 
It brings home the bacon. 
This solid and substantial total—$30,000,OOO— 
without taking manufacturing and similar industries 
into account, points aptly to the reason why this 
county is known far and wide as “ a wealthy coun­ 
ty." as "nature’s prolific wonderland." 
It tells why 
frin g e county is sometimes called “the big, little 
county," and it gives in dollars and cents ample 
nation for the classification of this county by the 
federal census of 1920 as among the best agricul­ 
tural Bounties in the United States.

FREES MODERN DIET OF BLAME FOR CANCER 
The adherents of the notion that cancer is the 
human race is due to the modern diet and th at the 
disease would disappear if all of us were to return 
to primitive methods of living commonly support 
their views by the citation of general impressions. 
The answer to their claims comes In a series of 
articles published in various portions of the world 
relative to the Incidence of cancer among primitive 
people. 
For instance, Dr. M. J. A. Des Llgneris reports 
tho incidence of the disease among the people of 
South Africa. 
H e found 291 cases of tumors among 
13,170 patients. 
M acvicar found 147 eases in 10,000 
native patients. 
In Ceylon the rate for cancer of 
the mouth Is high. 
Investigation in Java 
In Java, W leberdink found th a t cancer occurs one 
and a half times more frequently In women than 
In men and th at the percentage of tum ors among 
tho people w as about the name as la found in 
European hospitals. There were proportionately not 
so m any cases of cancer of the stomach and the 
internal female organs as occurred among European 
people. 
Many patients suffering w ith tum ors die In trop­ 
ical countries of pneumonia, malaria, dysentery or 
hookworm. 
These diseases carry them off at a 
premature age. 
Cancer is seldom noted in relation 
to the cause of death. 
Frequent In Africa 
A report from the gold coast of Africa Indicates 
frequent appearance of m alignant growths among 
the African natives, and E. B. Vedder found rec­ 
ords of malignant tum ors not infrequently among 
the Filipinos; indeed a figure higher than th at for 
Americans. 
He pointed out that exce»slve meat consumption 
cannot be regarded as a causative factor In the 
development of cancer In the Filipinos, because the 
diet Is mainly vegetable and consists largely of rice. 
The savages of Hawaii, Philippine Islands and 
similar Pacific islands not Infrequently have can­ 
cer of the mouth due to the influence of chronic Ir­ 
ritation from the chewing of betel-nut.

the tem perature, width, depth and! 
velocity of Its tributaries, collected 
specimens of every kind, and noted 
the winds, currents,

of 
w eather, and all atmospheric phe­ 
nomena. There were sixteen men in 
the party and only one succumbed 
to the disease th a t previously had 
taken a heavy toll of those who vis­ 
ited the place.
